OF EUROPE RESULT STORM 


LONDON, Nov. 3.—(/£)— A wide 
trail of damage with several lives 
lost, many Injured and a consid- 
erable property loss was left to- 
day 
over Wester.t Europe and 


England by a storm which lashed 
and twisted up from the Atlantic. 


The volocity of the wind varied 


from 30 to 70 miles an hour, but 
sometimes it was tornado-like in 
its actions and ripped off roofs, 
twisted 
trees 
from 
the 
ground, 


broke down telephone wires and 
turned over motor cars. 


Thunder, lightning and a de- 


,luge of rain 
accompanied the 


otorm, and 
many 
houses were 


flooded. 
There 
were enormous 
seas. The steamer Isle of Thanet 
from Folkestone to Boulogne was 
severely battered in its passage, 
its bridge partly demolished, and 
two seamen injured. 


On tho Maid of Orleans, plying 
across the channel, four passeng- 
ers were hurt when a great wave 
smashed in two port holes on the 
port side of the ship and flooded 
part of the 
deck.

steamer Menelaos sent a mesasge 
from two miles south of St. Cath- 
erine's Point, Isle of Wight, that

sengers off. 


A miniature tornado struck the 
Essex shore near the mouth of 
Thames.

•The Stout outlaw gusher, its vol- 


canic fury curbed by a giant iron 
die nipple, the device which con- 
quered the famous "Wild Mary" 
Sudik, surged in vain against re- 
straining connections today while 
Oklahoma City breathed relief. 


Describe*! as the greatest peril 


in the history of this oil-beleagured 
municipality, the No. 1 C. E. Stout 
gusher of tho Morgan Petroleum 
Company shot 300 feet into tho air 
its amazing volume of gas and oil, 
estimated at 100,000,000 cubic feet 
and 75,000 barrels daily, for nearly 
four days. None dared to conjec- 
ture the potentialities of 
danger 


to the city spewed forth by the un- 
controlled monster. 
As a spectacular climax, waste 


oil on the North Canadian river, 
on the south bank of which the 
Stout well is located, became ignit- 
ed about seven miles downstream 
from the well in an unknown man- 
ner just a few minutes before the 
army of workmen succeeded in 
harnessing the gusher yesterday 
afternoon. 


Klvcr Blaze Starts. 


The vasL clouds of rolling- black 


smoke, spreading the legend "oil 
fire," attracted thousands of Sun- 
day motorists to as near the scene 
as traffic congestion would permit. 
The swift current of tho river, 
feeding fresh fuel to the flames, 
also prevented the blaze 
from 


gaining headway upstream. 
The 


inferno, exhausting its fuel supply, 
after the well was shut in, burned 
itself out late last night. 


No effort was made to check the 


fire which did little damage du- 
spite the ominous smoke column 
which billowed skyward, visible as 
far as 80 miles away and bringing 
excited inquiries by long distance 
telephone. 
Weary workmen, directed by W. 


U. Paul, superintendent for 
tho 


Morgan Company, and John Gor- 
don, 
former connection superin- 


tendent for Indian Territory Illum- 
inating Oil Company, who helped 
conquer the wild Sudik well, did 
not leave the well until all con- 
nections were found to be holding.

DEEP PAY PRODUCERS MUST 


BE PROPERLY HANDLED 


OR 


AUSTIN, 
Oct 
31.—(/P)—Oper- 
ators of the seven Big Lake field 
oil wells in the 8,500 foot pay 
were ordered by the state' rail- 
road commission today to shu,t in 
their wells until they have been 
properly tubed or a market pro- 
vided for excess gas used in the 
production of oil. 
' The Big Lake field is in Reagan 
county 
on University of Texas 


lands. The deep wells are owned 
by two companies, in both 
of 


which Continental Oil company 
owns a large share of the stock. 


The wording of the shut-in ord- 


er was as follows: 
- 
"Both said group number one 


Oil Corporation and said Big Lake 
Oil company shall shut 
in all 


wells now producing from 
the 


deep pay horizons keeping same 
entirely shut In from November 
15, 1930, until there shall have 
been provided a pipeline or other 
adequate market for the utiliza- 
tion of such natural gas as shall 
be produced in the orderly oper- 
ation of /said wells, or until, such 
wells have been . properly 
and 


scientifically tutted so as to con- 
serve and prevent all waste gas 
from escaping from said wells." 
The order was made applicable 


as a means to prevent waste of 
gas, both to the" seven existing 
deep wells and to all new wells, 
the commission ordering that all 
new wells, be properly fitted be- 
fore being brought in, and that 
no new wolla be run until a 
market for the gas had been 
found. 
The companies were ordered to 


report weekly to -the oil and gas 
supervisor of .the commission de- 
tails of the progress of work on 
the tubing and instructed the sup- 
ervisor to report the companies 
in the event they did not show 
"due diligence" in the work. 


Thirty Billion Feet Wasted. 


Without attempting to say how 


much gas has been wasted in pro-" 
duclng from the deep pay, the 
commission found that more than 
thirty billion cubic feet of na- 
tural gas had been produced since 
the first well was brought 
in, 


"a large part of which was un- 
lawfully wasted." 
The market value of the gas. 


figured in heat units, would equal 
$5,000,000 the 
commission found. 
In addition to such "enormous, 


profligate and unrestrained waste," 
the commission also found a waste 
in underground oil due to 'the 
exhaustion of the natural gas, the 
motive power for the propulsion 
of the oil from the sands; and 
a waste duo to storage of more 
than 6,000 barrels of oil per "day. 
"It is evident and necessary," 


the commission found, "that the 
commission must take steps for 
the conservation of these great 
natural resources of oil and gas 
as are now being profligately and 
wastefully produced from the deep 
pay horizon." 
The nearest 
the 
commission 


came to estimating the waste was 
in stating that the .amount of gas 
being wasted if connected to the 
homes of Texas, "would supply 
the home of every family in Tex- 
as with all the gas needed for 
domestic purposes 
mately one year."

Sing Sing prison authorities sought 
to learn today how pistols were 
smuggled to four inmates whose 
attempt to shoot their way out 
resulted In the death of one of 
them "and the wounding of anoth- 
er prisoner and a guard. 


An autopsy indicated that Har- 


ry Gordon, 23. the Inmate who lost 
his life In the attempted break 
Saturday night, committed suicide 
after he had wounded a guard 
and had been shot twice by 
the 


guard. 
As a precaution against another 


attempt to escape, 100 guards yes- 
terday searched the quarters 
of 


the 2,230 inmates and other parts 
of the prison. 
They found a coll 


of rope with a hook attached sim- 
ilar to that used by the four in

imitation pistol 


fashioned from wood. 


Edward Ryan, William La Pierre 


and Herbert Davis, the survivors,

BRAZILIAN REVOLT 


MAJOR AND MRS. J. E. L/ 


MILLENBjER RESIDE IN 


PORTO ALLEGRE 


First Hand information and de- 


scriptions of the recent reolution 
in Brazil was received Saturday 
morning by Mr. and Mrs. p. May- 
er of Corsicana from their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. J. EUL. Millender of 
Porto Allegre, by means of a let- 
ter sent by special deliv.ery by 
train from their home city to Mon- 
teveldo, Uraguay, and then to 
United States by the Pan-Ameri- 
can airways. 


Major Millender, 
son-in-law^of 


the Corsicana residents, is a re- 
serve officer of the United Spates 
army, and 
Js general 
manager 


for the Electric Bond and Share 
company, in the South American 
nation. He has been made an hon- 
orary lieut.-colonel by the chief of 
the revolutionists in the Porto 
Allegre area. 


According to Mrs. Millender'e 


letter, considerable difficulty had 
been encountered in sending and 
receiving mail, because all boats, 
and trains had been commandeer- 
ed by the the governments and 
plane scedules had been suspend- 
ed. 


The revolution in Porto Allegre 


tvas neatly prearranged and little 
opopsitlon was made .by the loyal 
government 
sympathizers. 
The 


fighting- started about 5.30 on the 
afternon of October 3, and contin- 
ued until about 4 o'clock -the next 
morning. Mrs. Millender stated 
that both sides would cease their 
fighting to allow a street car or 
ambulance to pass without dam- 
age, and then resume hostilities. 
There was not looting or robbing, 
no stores were broken into, and 
not a street car hit._ 


Americans 
Unmolested. 


All Americans and nationals of 


other nations have been unmolest- 
ed and even the strict censorship 
is causing 
little inconvenience; 


the lives of the .foreigners 
are 


guarded carefully and also their 
property, notwithstanding' reports 
sent out to the contrary. Social 
activities are continuing without 
interruption. Mrs. Millender stated 
that she never felt safer while she 
wag residing in Dalas. All mail and 
cables sent to Porto Allegre via 
Monteveldo. 


Col. Claudino Pereira, command- 


ing the revolutionary forces at 
Porto Allegre, is a personal friend 
of the Millenders, and has a son- 
in-law employed by the 
major, 


who also holds the confidence of 
the municipal authorities. 


The first portion of the letter 


was written on October 6, but 
another chapter was included be- 
fore the letter was finally mail- 
ed on October 15. In the mean- 
time more men had been order- 
d and sent to the front. Red 
,'rbss chapters started work on 
bandages and other war supplies. 
No boats, trains or planes were 
running on schedules.

UNIVERSITY OWNED LANDS

AUSTIN.

phrasing a slogan of the revolu- 
tion, seventeen West Texas coun- 
ties have joined in a state-wide 
fight against "representation with- 
out taxation."

seventeen counties are two mil- 
lion acres of land, belonging to 
the University of Texas. 
Broad 


ribbons of concrete, paid for out 
of county funds, run across these 
acres. 
Courts are held to decide 


intricate legal questions

from 
their 
possession. 
Officers 


are paid to administer justice in 
settlement of them. 
They parti- 


cipate every way in the advant- 
ages of county government, yet 
pay 
nothing 
toward 
that gov- 


ernment's support. 


This would be changed if the 


voters of Texas, at the Novem- 
ber election, approved an amend- 
ment to the constitution which 
would provide that the" state pay 
thesa 
seventeen 
counties 
the 


equivalent of taxes levied on oth- 
er lands for county purposes. 


The university, which would not 


lose by this amendment, has ap- 
proved it, through its board of re- 
gents. 
Governor Dan Moody has 


called it just and equitable. 
It 


has the official commendation of 
the state republican and demo- 
cratic convention, and practically 
every association of public offi- 
cials ..iid citizens in West Texas 
has endorsed the proposal. 


At the valuation of 1927, those 


two millions acres which were 
ceded to the universitv in 1876 
and 1883 for the permanent en- 
dowment fund, would have been 
taxed on a total valuation in ex- 
cess of $7,000,000.

paign continues an ever-changing 
picture, reviving old associations 
and producing new issues almost 
within sight of election day. 


Raising a 
once-familiar 
voice 


from his political retirement, Cal- 
vin Coolidge counselled a radio 
audience of his fellow-countrymen 
last night to' stand by the re- 
publican administration at Wash- 
ington, and avoid "rash experi- 
ments" in troubled times. 
Simultaneously a member of the 
Hoover cabinet, Secretary Hurley, 
declared republicans 
first 
had 


sponsored the five-day work weeK, 
which made an unheralded entry 
into the national campaign but a 
few days since, in a speech, by 
Democratic Chairman Raskob. 
Speaking in 
Ohio, James M. 


Cox charged that republican can- 
didates were raising an issue of 
"sectional hate" by warning the 
voters against delivering the 'lead- 
ership of congress into the hands 
of Southern democrats. 
Farm relief, brought back Into 
the picture recently by Alfred E. 
Smith, was kept there momentar- 
ily at least, by Senator Borah. 
The independent republican lead- 
er from Idaho said the new con- 
gress would see a fresh attempt 
to enact the Debenture .plan, op- 
posed so insistently by President 
Hoover. Borah speaking in Lin- 
coln, Nebraska, on behalf of Sen- 
ator George W. .Norris, forecast 
also an early fight In congress to 
repeal the Eighteenth amendment. 
Senator Reed's Remedy 


Former Senator James A. Reed, 


in St. Louis, offered as a remedy 
for hard times: ."To turn out 
republicans a* fast as we can 
get to them." 
While the echoes of these and 
divers other national pronounce- 
ments wera mingling today with 
the noisy windup of more than 
a score of state campaigns, the 
political - prognost^cators vputi 
out 
a new sheaf of predictions. 


William Tyler Page, clerk of 


the national house of representa- 
tives, forecast a safe republican 
majority in the "new house to be 
chosen Tuesday,, thus contradicting 
directly even the most modest 
claims of the democrats. Senator 
Caraway, returning from a demo- 
cratic campaign trip into Ken- 
tucky and Oklahoma, pronounced 
both states safely democratic, not- 
withstanding republican claims to 
the contrary. 


From the prohibition front, too,

schoo- Tigers defeated the Waco Trgers of Paul Tyson, 
19 6, in a thrilling encounter that was an exciting and 
spectacular fight between two well-drilled and fighting 
aggregations.

Apparently 
remembering their 


6-0 defeat at the hands of the 
Waco 
aggregation 
in 1928 on 


the Cotton Palace gridiorn, the 
Tigers of Navarro county roared 
their .defiance and proceeded to 
chalk up two touchdowns in the 
initial quarter, and added another 
in the second period. 
The first 


tally came when Wilson, the run- 
ner, 
passer de luxe, flipped 
a 


pass into tho arms of the charg- 
ing and speeding Hornbeak who 
ran 41 yards for a touchdown. 


The second touchdown came a 


few minutes later when Robert 
Wilson, the greatest broken field 
runner ever to prance on a Cor- 
sicana 
gridiron, 
emerged 
from 


the lino of scrimmage like a shot 
from

cannon, and

son Ross shot into the breach, 
and Phipps was downed on .the 
5-yard line, the ball going to the 
Tigers. 
A magnificent stand. 


Waco Fought Hard. 


Waco fought hard—there was 


no question about that. 
Coming 


back into the game after the half 
was ended, the Wacoans stopped 
the Corsicana running attack for 
a goodly portion of the second 
half. The Waco 
players 
were 


charging furiously and were tack- 
ling deadly, but the cool, precise 
Corsicana club stayed 
in thore 


and when Waco threatened, stop- 
ped the attacks. 
In desperation 


late in the game, Waco opened 
up a furious and futile forward 
passing game which netted con- 
siderable yardage, but it was not 
Waco's day; the Tiger team of 
Paul Tyson is not up to that 
put on the ffeld by Pierce and

Waco was outclassed— 


that is the story. 


^Vilson Starred. 


From a spectator's view, Rob- 


ert Wilson, the broken-field run- 
ner, turned in several sensational 
gains, in additions to his runs for 
the two touchdowns. He was adept 
at returning punts, and on sev- 
eral occasions, he ripped off the 
distance made by the Waco pun- 
ter in spectacular returns.

Wichita Falls, vice chairman 
of

Texas Republican organiza- 


tion, and Capt, J, F. Lucey pre- 
sented the Republican state ticket, 
headed by Col. William E. Talbot 
of Dallas, to less than 100 viters 
of Navarro county at a 
meeting 


held 
in the 
county courthouse 


Thursday evening at_7;30. 


E. L. Dupuy, county chairman, 


presided at the meeting, and in 
his 
introduction declared 
that 


neither of the speakers 
was an 


office seeker or holder, and that 
the important thing to Texans is 
Texas, and its opportunities. 


He then introduced Capt. J. F. 


Lucey of Dallas, prominent oi! pro- 
ducer, 
Capt, Lucey declared that 


he knew President Herbert Hoov- 
er well, and had served with him 
overseas from 1914 to the close of 
his work there, and that on some 
future occasion he would like to 
return to Corsicana and speak on 
' "Hoover the Man." 
Pointing out 


that the world was in the depths 
of a great depression, he urged 
every loynl citizen, regardless 
of 


pa'rty affiliation, lo uphold 
the 


chief executive, 


Referring to the recent prima- 


ries, he asserted that he heartily 
disliked a primary of personalities 
such as occupied the people 
of 


Texas for more £,han six- 
weeks 


during the summer. He stated that 
several of the Republican leaders 
decided tho.t they would like t*j 
back a candidate and engage in a 
campaign 
based on constructive 


issues, tending to develop the great 
natural resources of the state, 


Says Talbot Great Organizer. 


Col. 
Talbot, the Republican nom- 


iness, is a great organizer, 
the 


speaker asserted, and knows the 
great resources of the state 
as 


only'a native son can. He pointed 
with pride to the rise of Col. Tal- 
bot from a private to the rank of 
colonel in 
the 
Rainbow Division 


during the World War. 
The 


speaker stated thai he himself was 
a comparative newcomer to Texas. 


He called the attention of the 


audience that they were in the 
habit of giving over half of their 
government to the minority, the 
Republicans, referring to the fed- 
eral offices about which they have 
nothing to say. 


When Texas becomes a two par- 


ty state it will receive more con- 
sideration he declared; tinder the 
Hoover administration and as

He asserted that with him his 


government came first and his 
party second. 
Ho declared that 


he was not a "carpet bagger" but 
the son of a Confederate veteran 
and a man who believed that Rob- 
ert E. Lee was one of the greatest 
men in American history, 
and 


that possibly 
Abraham 
Lincoln 


was his nearest rival. 


Old Lines Erased. 


He declared that two wars had 


been, fought by American soldiery 
since the stirring days of 
the 


Civil War and ha~d done much to 
erase the old hatreds and animis- 
ity; he also gave credit to 
the 


American Legion and similar or- 
ganizations as helpful 
influences. 


He declared that he longed for the 
day when the hatreds of the Civil 
War would be forgotten. 


Mr. Eullington asserted he would 


Hkc lo see the day hasten when a 
man who sought office on a plat- 
form of sectionalism and ill-will 
would be branded as a "bad citi- 
zen." 
He declared that a man 


who attempted to hold public of- 
fice through sensational sectional- 
ism was as great a traitor to his 
country as Benedict Arnold. 
He 


asserted that ho would be 
glad 


when both parties could start 
a 


campaign 
without a "nigger is- 


sue" being involved. 
Ho stated 


that it was a happy augury when 
campaigns began to be decided 
on issues and men and not on par- 
tics.

One-Party South 
Suffers. 


He declared that the South had 


suffered ever since the Civil War 
because it was a one-party group" 
of states; ho pointed out that the 
two-party state was not perfect, 
but that-it 
accomplished 
much 


that was impossible in a one-party 
system. 


Referring to the advantages of 


a two-party state, ho declared that 
from an office-holding standpoint 
that Texas was never considered. 
No man from Texas has ever been 
considered for president, ice pres- 
ident, the supreme court or 
even 


the interstate commerce commis- 
sion; all of these plums go to the 
two-party or doubtful states. 


In the matter of taxes, in 1928 


after the Republican electoral vote-

ANCONA, Italy, Oct. 31. 


(/P)—This region was shak- 
en again today by an earth- 
quake, almost 24 hours aft- 
er the tremors which took a 
number of lives and did con- 
siderable property damage. 
Today the damage was less, 
A few bricks and chimneys fell at 
Senigallia. 


It appeared that the total num- 


ber of dead in yesterday's quake 
would approach fifty. The chief 
of police at Senigattio stated that 
there were 
thirty-five 
persons 


there and nearly 300 injured. In 
Ancona several persons seriously 
injured 
died 
during the 
night. 


It was expected other casualties 
would be found in the villages 
lying around the two cities. 


Senigallia - has 
all 
the 
appear- 


ance of a war zone town. Carabln- 
ieri and black-shirt fascict mili- 
tia have surrounded it and are 
Keeping out all persona except in- 
habitants and rescue workers. 


Every 
street 
in Ancona 
and 


Senigallia was 
guarded by 
the 


black-shirts and Carabinieri with 
fixed bayonets. Several shots wero 
fired this morning at suspected 
looters. 
Residents 
and 


were given white arm 
identify them. 


Many streets are filled with tor- 


rents of water from the mains 
which damaged yesterday, were 


rescuers 


bands "to

by the 
tremor 


today. The public squares present- 
ed .a weird aspect filled as they 
were with bathing huts brought 
from nearby beaches by persons 
who wished to sleep In them. 


Many houses lost their entire 


fronts in the quake, throwing opepn 
to public gaze bedrooms and din- 
ing rooms just as they were left 
by the fleeing inhabitants. 


There was one rather freakish 


aspect .to the earthquake area. 
Several villages in the vicinity 
of Ancona and 
Senigallia were 


untouched by the tremor, which 
rocked 
the 
country 
all around 


tliem but did no damage at all. 


Relief 
work 
proceeded 
apace 


in the quake zone today. 
Five 


thousands 
loaves of bread 
and 


six thousand tins of meat were 
on the way to Senigallia, where 
many homeless refugees, obliged 
to spend last night in the open, 
were in danger 
of real priva- 


tion for lack of food. 


The situation was complicated 


by 
the 
necessity 
of evacuating 


the hospitals at Senigalia because 
of damage by the quake, but or- 
dinary patients and 
scores of 


those njured were taken without 
difficulty 
to 
emergency .dress- 


ing stations. Many of them w*»re 
brought here, where the toll of 
dead and injured was much smal- 
ler than at Senigallia,

Parenthetically, he declared that 


the control of the Democratic na- 
tional machine was centralized in 
Tammany Hall and was gone from 
the South forever. 


Agricultural Relief. 


The speaker declared that more 


relief for agriculture was provided 
in the tariff bill than all such oth- 
er measures ever passed. He call- 
ed attention to the fact that a 
tariff on oil favoring the independ- 
ent producers was at one time 
within one vote of being tied, and 
that Vice President "Curtis would 
have voted 
in favor of the oil 


men; 
and that in spite of the "sol- 


idarity" of the South, only the 
senators 
fror 
Texas, 
Arkansas, 


Louisiana and Oklahoma support- 
ed the measure, and all of them 
voted against the bill as a whole. 


Mr. .Bullington stated that 
if 


be hud his way he would prohibit 
all immigration for ten years 
at 


least, including that from Mexico 
(he stated that Congressman John 
C. Box was a victim of the 
ma- 


chine because he desired this), and 
that every foreign )rnr>0rt would 
bo taxed to protect American in- 
dustries and workers. 
He declar- 


od that, lie could see no reason 
why the foreigners should be al- 
lowed to come into America and 
make fortunes without paying any 
taxes to support the government. 


Attacks National Committee. 


Ho attacked the Democratic na- 


tional 
committee 
for 
blaming 


Hoover and the Republicans with 
present, conditions. 
He 
declared 


that it would be an education to

He asserted that 


the Republican system was based 
on reward for meritorious service. 


At this juncture, Mr. Eullington 


referred to an editorial appearing 
in a Beaumont newspaper 
in 


which Col. Talbot was 
severely 


chlticized for a so-called "failure" 
to point out the accomplishments 
of the Hoover administration. He 
declared that Capt. Lucey had ex- 
tended a challenge to Mr, W. P. 
Hobby, business partner 
of the 


Democratic nominee, and mana- 
ger of the newspaper* to arrange 
a" debate between any Republican 
leader the captain would select, 
and either Senators Morris Shep- 
pard, Tom Connally, or the nomi- 
nee, Ross S, Sterling,

er. He declared that Hoover had 
done more constructive work in 17 
months than any other president 
had in a full term in the past two 
generations. 


He read the reply of Mr. Ster- 


ling appearing in daily

Thursday in which he stated that 
he was "too busy with state af- 
fairs, anti that it might be em- 
barrassing to the Republicans to 
engage in debate on the subject." 
He stated that the other men 
would refuse to debate also. 


Reverting- back to the 
recent 


meeting of the Independent Petro- 
leum Association in San Antonio, 
he said that both Mr. Talbot and 
Mr. Sterling had accepted invita- 
tions to attend the meeting and 
assist the men in solving their 
problems, but that only Mr. Tal- 
bot appeared, 


Mr. Bullington said that the re-

Mr. Bullington asserted that one 


of the issues in the state cam- 
paign was the affiliation of 
the 


Democratic nominee, who is still

He declared that it would help 


the political situation 
in, Texas 


greatly if the people would listen 
to both sides of the questions. He

Opposes State Bond Issue. 
Opposition was expressed to the 
state road bond issue, and the 
measure was attacked because the 
$350,000,000 could not be spent ef- 
ficiently 
and 
economically; 
it 


was also assorted that too much of 
the funds would be wasted in re- 
deeming the local bonds because 
of the premiums they carry. 


The speaker declared thai; mon- 


ey from the gasoline tax could be 
used to retire the local bonds and 
that it should bo used in 
that 


way; he declared that by taking 
six million a year from the funds, 
the local bonds could be redeemed 
in 40 years, and 30 to 40 millions 
still be left for building roads and 
maintenance. 


He declared that the 
farmers 


should not have to pay for roads 
which he seldom used when the 
rich men wore them out. 


Another plank in the Republi- 


can platform was announced 
as 


reduction of taxes; Texas taxes 
were declared higher than those in 
any other state, and that they had 
trebled in the past 15 years, ac- 
cording to the U. S. census bu- 
reau. The speaker took a thrust 
at the Democratic papers in Texas 
because they did not publish the 
facts about the tax increase. He 
declared that it was cheaper to 
rent a home than to own one be- 
cause of the extravagant although 
not corrupt state administrations. 


Efficiency of Budget System. 
He pointed to the efficiency of 


the budget system as installed by 
the federal government in 1920 by 
which federal taxes had been re- 
duced annually and a large sum 
paid on the national debt, while 
Texas taxes were increasing. He 
stated that the budget system was 
a plank in the G, O. P. state plat- 
form. 
He stated that the Republican

He challenged his hearers
